Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants pointed out that claims require producing a hardened 
solidified form in a recess of a block of a mold, and disposing the solidified form within the space of a sensor body. 
Applicants urged that this is different from Clark Jr where a gel is formed on a glass plate, and a piece of the gel is 
placed over an electrode. Examiner pointed out that a solidified hardened form does not exclude the gel of Clark Jr 
since a gel is solidified and hardened relative to the liquid that is gelled, and the gel of Clark Jr is self-supporting since 
a piece is placed over an electrode. Also, the claims require no step or condition that will produce a solidified form 
more solid than the gel obtained by Clark Jr. The glass plate of Clark Jr is a type of mold since it supports the liquid 
gelled to provide a gel having shape. To use another form of mold as claimed to provide another shape to fit a sensor 
would have been obvious when a sensor used requires another shape. Examiner indicated that embodiment of using 
a cross-linking reagent in vapor phase to further hardened the solidified form in the mold as shown by Fig 2b and as 
disclosed in the specification (pages 14 and 15) may be allowable in the absence of better prior art. Applicants' 
representative indicated will consult with inventors.
